As you Already know, the Department of State hae 
been considering what steps it night take to strengths* 

Its ability to deal with disarmament. It has done thin 
in response to the President's wish that there be a 
permanent unit within the Government to handle diaaraa* 
aent and that thla unit be in the Department of State*. 

We are establishing an organisation which will hat e 
senior status within the Department of State and whos* 
head will report directly to the Secretary of State. 

Wa hope to staff the organisation in part with experts 
borrowed from CIA, AEC and the Department of Defense. 

We envisage that the organisation will be a focal 
point for political, military and technical study and 
research on disarmament. It will itaelf conduct or 
contract for some studies and research and will proyid 
central coordination of similar activities vfeich will, 
of course, continue in the agencies having reaper* ibil tit: 
for aspects of disarmament.
